MAHONING COUNTY MEDICAL SOCIETY MEETINGS — 1978 
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IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE 

When our Founding Fathers framed the Constitution for a new 
nation, they created a nearly perfect document. It has endured as the 
fundamental law of our land for nearly two centuries after its adop¬ 
tion by the original thirteen colonies. 

With a minimum of government intervention in the affairs of private 
enterprise, our nation grew and prospered probably far beyond the 
wildest dreams of these progenitors. To be sure, an occasional regula¬ 
tion or guide had to be initiated by our Federal Government, since it 
was constitutionally enjoined to regulate commerce between the states. 

Acts such as the Sherman and Clayton laws to regulate trade and 
promote competition in our free enterprise system were deemed neces¬ 
sary. It was not, however, until the great depression of 1929 that the 
government began in earnest to regulate and erode away the rights of 
the states and its citizens. 

With the election of a new President in 1932 many felt that “Happy 
Days” indeed would be here again. New innovative and, I might add, 
socialistic schemes were developed, ostensibly to halt the ravages of 
this severe depression. After one complete four year term with govern¬ 
ment solutions doing little or nothing to improve anything, our presi¬ 
dent . was reelected to a second term. In spite of the four years of 
massive new laws and their commitant slogans — CCC, N.R.A., RFC, 
WPA, etc. we were (by 1936) still deeply entrenched in the depression. 
Wtihout doubt the names of three men stand out as making the most 
significant contributions to ending our economic debacle and promoting 
prosperity. These men obviously were Hitler, Mussolini, and Tojo. 

We still delude ourselves and try to think of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
with all his schemes and laws as the man who saved our economy. At 
the present time we think that the omnipotent Federal Government, 
with its tentacles of laws and regulations that reach into every aspect 
of our life, will somehow guarantee us continued prosperity and growth. 

Billions of dollars are wasted on the formulation, implementation 
and enforcement of our myriads of regulation. One of the greatest of 
these wasteful ogres seems to be the Federal Trade Commission. At the 
present time, private medicine is probably harrassed more by this com¬ 
mission than any other branch of the federal bureaucracy. With its 
overwhelming legal clout, will it bring about our professional downfall? 
It certainly is a possibility if we capitulate to them. Our only course 
whether it be a county or state medical society, a specialty society or 
the like—is defend our rights to the very hilt. The cost may seem very 
great now, but it is a pittance compared to the cost of giving up our 
individual right to practice medicine as we see fit.

Many of our economic problems of this last decade in the United States 
could be solved if greater emphasis were placed on productivity. This should 
require the cooperation of labor, management and government, which has 
been lacking. 

Japan comes to mind as an obvious example of an advanced society 
which has progressed with a cooperative attitude between the various seg¬ 
ments of its business community. A part of the emphasis on productivity 
should include an incentive plan. This should call for worker participation 
in management at the shop floor level to reduce labor costs and increase 
job satisfaction. Labor under such plans should be motivated by a prospect 
of a monthly bonus, offer suggestions for improving productivity and re¬ 
ducing costs through a committee system. 

A key to. making such a plan work revolves around mangement’s accept¬ 
ance of the view that workers on the shop floor can help to improve produc¬ 
tion techniques. The employees should have the ability to influence the 
decisons in order to feel a part of the whole through their participation. 
Workers should be given an incentive to use their mental as well as their 
physical powers. In order to get the business operation more productive, 
you must have the help of everyone. Therefore it is imperative, in order to 
compete in the latter part of this century, that all business and industry co¬ 
operate in improving productivity. 

This obviously has ramifications for the health care industry which do 
not require any further elucidation.

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CONTINUING MEDICAL EDUCATION UPDATE 

Triennial Relicensure 

Section 47131.281, Ohio Revised Code, now provides in part: “every 
doctor of medicine licensed to practice medicine or surgery within this state 
shall, on or before the first day of January 1977, and on or before the first 
day of January every third year thereafter, apply to the state medical boad 
for a certificate of triennial registration with the board upon an appliction 
which shall be furnished by the board ...” 

CME Requirement— 150 Hours 

With the January 1980 and all subsequent applications, the applicant 
shall include satisfactory evidence to the board that in the preceding 3 years 
the practitioner has completed 150 hours of CME certified by the OSMA and 
approved by the board . . .” (At least 60 credits of the 150 must be earned 
in Category 1. There is a limit of 90 credits for work in Category 2.) 

Physicians Licensed in 1977 

CME requirements are “100 hours, for those licensed between 1/1/77 
l ' At least 40 hours of CME must be earned in Category 1 
although the total 100 hours may be earned in Category 1. There is a limit 
of 60 hours for a CME activity falling within Category 2.” 

Physicians Licensed in 1978 

CME requirements are “50 hours for those licensed between 1/1/78 
and 12/31/78. At least 20 hours of CME must be earned in Category 1, 
although the total 50 hours may be earned in Category 1. There is a limit 
of 30 hours for CME activities falling within Category 2.” 

Physicians Licensed in 1979 

CME requirements are “25 hours for those licensed between 1/1/79 
and 4/30/79. At least 10 hours of CME must be earned in Category 1, 
although the total 25 hours may be earned in Category 1. There is a limit 
of 15 hours for CME falling within Category 2. 

“Zero hours (are required) for those licensed between 5/1/79 and 
12/31/78.” 

Intern, Resident, Fellowship Credit 

“50 hours of Category 1 credit may be claimed for each full year of 
internship, residency or fellowship training taken in a program approved by 
LCCME (Liaison Committee on Continuing Medical Education.”

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JOHN N. McCANN, M.D. 

1903 - 1978 

Dr. John N. McCann, 74, died on Wednesday, Sept. 27, of injuries sus¬ 
tained earlier in an automobile accident. 

Dr. McCann was born in Youngstown, where he attended St. Columba 
School and The Rayen School. He obtained his undergraduate and medical 
training at Georgetown University, graduating in 1927. He took post gradu¬ 
ate work at Harvard University and the University of Michigan. He interned 
at the Providence Hospital and then was resident in Orthopedics at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital. He came to Youngstown and opened an office in the 
2700 block of Mahoning Ave., maintaining it there for his entire medical 
career. 

Dr. McCann immediately entered into community service, which was 
to expand into many fields. He was a trustee of the TB Sanitorium and 
guided it over years that saw it become a first rate facility. For 25 years he 
was a trustee of the YMCA, where he was an active handball enthusiast, 
and was chairman of its Educational Committee. 

He served three 7-year terms, 1945-1966 on the Ohio State Medical 
Board, and was president of that Board as well as president of the Federa¬ 
tion of State Medical Boards. 

He was on the Board of Trustees of Youngstown College, of Youngs¬ 
town University, and Chairman of the Board when the university became 
Youngstown State University. In 1976, YSU awarded Dr. McCann the honor¬ 
ary degree of Doctor of Medical Arts. He was also Chairman of the Board 
of Youngstown Education Foundation. 

Serving on the staff of St. Elizabeth Hospital, he was chief of medical 
service and a member of the executive committee. In 1949 he was president 
of the Mahoning County Medical Society. He was also a delegate to the 
Ohio State Medical Association. 

In 1958 he was awarded the Frank M. Purnell Award for outstanding 
contributions to Youngstown. He was on the Board of Trustees of the 
Youngstown Community Corporation (United Appeal), and was a director 
at the Dollar Savings and Trust Co. and the John D. Finnegan Foundation. 

In the days of the Esther Hamilton Alias Santa Claus Show he was one 
of the select few chosen to be candy butchers. 

Dr. McCann was always physician to the Bishops, and accompanied 
Bishop McFadden on his official visit to Rome. 

His dedication to his patients, to his profession and to his Medical 
Society were strong characteristics, well known to all who were privileged 
to know him.
